Now the twenty year lease of the fur seal 
privilege which that company obtained from 
the Government in 1869, must continue five 
years longer in spite of all the investigations

$250,000 a year, admit hat they receive divi- 
dends to the amount of $1,000,000 a year on a 
capital very much Jess than a single year’s 
profits, cannot deprive them of their lease or 
affect its validity in any way. 

The only good reason for their alarm is 
traceable to the charge that this remarkably 
profitable lease was obtained by collusion 
and fraud in the first pide, and that its eon- 
ditions have been violated and the Govern- 
ment swindled in its execution. To prevent 
the ex tinction of the fur seal the lease con- 
fers on the lessees the exclusive mght 
take pelts in our Alaskan sealing ground 
‘specifically limits the maximum number tl 
may be taken annually, and provides for the 
payment of a royalty of $2 each to the Gov- 
ernment, in addition tothe regular rental of 
$55,000 a year. But by leasing all the Rus- 
sian sealing islands also,the company has not 
only obtained an absolute monoply 
of the seal fur crop, but can mar- 
ket as many pelts as it can get, defyitiz 
our Government to prove where they were 
taken. The single Government agent who 
is supposed to watch the operations of the 
company in the innumerable islands of that 
vast archipelago cannot prevent nor detect a 
wholesale breach of the conditions if he dé- 
sires to do so, and the general belief on the 
Pacific coast is that his position is about the 
most lucrative one in the Government ser- 
vice. b 

On the whole, we are inclined to think that 
an investigation of this company’s affairs 
will prove immensely profitablé to the Goy- 
ernment. It may be necessary to preserve our 
seal fisheries from utter destruction, aud it 
certainly will prevent this most profitable 
monopoly from being again leased for a 
song. 


OUR MILITIA. 

The Cincinnati riot has started a mild sort 
of a boom in favor of our local, militia, and 
we learn that the Armory rent, which 
amounts to $1,000, is now due and unpaid, 
and that there is also $400 insurance due and 
unpaid. Such figures mark the low state to 
which our city militia bas fallen and sliow 
that we needed no lesson from Cincinnati to 
impress on us the need of helpingout the 


‘militia. , 


It is almost incredible that a city with the 
wealth of St. Louis, and with the lesson of 
the riots of seven years ago fresh in itemem- 
ory, should allow its militia to go to decay: 
The truth is that our Governor, with his 
happy faculty of meddling and warring, 
gave a death-blow to the militia by one fool- 
ish piece of business, Whea it became his 
official duty to appoint a commanding gener- 
al he disregarded every public interest, dis- 
regarded the wishes and feelings of the men 
whose money and services had built wp the 
orgauization. He listened; as usual, to the 
little clique of personal intriguers around 
him, picked out as chief of the militia a gen- 
tleman whom the militia did not want, and 
we have had no militia since. . 

The general feeling seems to be one of 
apathy and indifference. It Is to be re- 
gretted, but it ls not to be wondered at. It 
is hard work raising money for the necessary 
expenses of the Armory, but there is little 
prospect of any improvement unless there 18 
a reorganization of the general staff.
